al friend, while resisting arrest.

Shoots From. Chief's Back. 

Shanley borrowed a revolver from a 
policeman and, climbing upon Police 
Chief Richards, fired twice at Ryan 
over the officer's shoulder. 

One bullet killed Charles Clarke, a 
bystander. The second killed Ryan. 
From that time on, Shanley was a 
swageering desperado and had been 
running things his own way in the 
city with his sixshooter, especially for 
the past six months. , 

Hie walked into a magistrate’s of- 
fice two months ago and by way of 
protest over the arrest of negroes in 
one ef his gambling joints, made all 
the officers dance at the point cf his 
pistoi. He then walked calmly past 
the police headquarters with his re- 
volver dn his hand and no effort was 
made to arrest him. 

Later he “shot up" a prize fight at 
his road house, when the referee made 
a decision against his man. 

Destroys An Airship. 

His next escapade wa# shooting an 
air ship owned by Captains Matteray 
and Moore at Montgofitery Park. He 
destroyed the air ship, valued at $5090, 
and then shot at the owners and M. ¢ 
Patterson, son of Tennessee's Gov- 
ernor.

“Different laundries have 
schedules,” said James Bright, 
the proprietors of the Imperial Laun- 
dry.

I find that prices ranze from 30 to 36 
cents a dozen for collars and cuffs. If 
there is any working agreeinent betweer, 
laundries as to prices, I have never seen 
a sign of it.’’

Sullivan, who promises to give Bryan 
the 54 delegates from Illinois at the 
Denver Corivention, arrived here this 
morning. The different. conditions un- 
der which Sullivan came to Springfield 
today and those of two years ago, when 
he took a train for the Democratic Con- 
vention at Peoria ar@g a lesson in the 
changes a little time can bring about in 
politics.

Then Mr. Sullivan went_to the con- 
vention prepared to fight for his politi- 
cal existence. William J. Bryan had de- 
clared open war on him and all of Bry- 
an’s friends and Sullivan’s enemies in 
Illinois rallied to the Nebraskan’s call.

The Personal Liberty clause said to 
have been prepared by J. Nick Perrin 
f Madison County, foliows: 

“Inasmuch as efforte at establishing 
sumptuary regulations vex the _ indi- 
vidual and interfere with public busi- 
ness, we hereby declare in favor of that 
fundamental doctrine of Democracy and 
free government, personal liberty, which 
allows the individuat to so shape his 
conduct as will insure his own satis- 
faction so long as ne does not infringe 
upon the personal rights of others. 

“We also believe that orderly customs 
and habits long pursued should not be 
disturbed through intolerance, and that 
business interests legaily established 
should not be confiscated, nor should 
the validity of contracts be impaired 
through legislative enactments.’”’

Co., Wednesday, it was said Mr. Emer- 
son was out of town. Neither of the 
three other laundry proprietors subpe- 
naed could be found when an effort was 
made to obtain statements from them. 

The information which has reached the 
Circuit Attorney’s office is that an or- 
ganization known as the St. Louis Laun- 
drymen’s Exchange was recently formed 
and that one of its objects is to fix 
prices. 

Of the laundries which joined the Ex- 
change those employing as many as 
fifty persons contributed $50 to a a com- 
mon fund and those with a greater‘num 
ber of employes contributed $150, the 
money being deposited in a bank. 


Fines for Viclation. 
The agreement said to have been en- 


tered into provides a fine of not less 
than $10 or more than $150 for a violation 
of its terms. 

The grand jury is especially interested 
in finding out whether it is true, as has 
been. stated, that the laundries in the 
exchange have bound themselves not to 
enter into competition with each other 
in drumming up trade or cutting prices. 

The scale of prices of all of the laun- 
dries whose proprietors have been sum- 
moned before the grand jury is: Collars 
and cuffs, 30 cents a dozen; plain shirts, 
10 cents each; pleated shirts, 12% cents; 
shirts with cuffs, 15 cents; cotton under- 
wear, 15 cents a suit. 

Family washing is done at the rate 
of 6,cents a pound by all except the 
Newport Laundry, which does not do 
that sort of work. 

The working agreement of the ex- 
change is said also to contain provisions 
by which the laundries will pay a unl- 
form scale of commissions to agencies.

A meet- 
ing will be held at noon Saturday in a 
committee room of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change, under a call issued Wednesday 
by Mr. Ballard. 

The St. Louis at the Bremerton 
Navy Yard on Puget Sound. N. R. 
Usher, commander of the cruiser, is a 
native of Missouri. 

Hopes to Raise $3500. 

‘This is a good time to take the mat- 
ter up,”’ Mr. Ballard said, ‘‘and I am

“I have possession of a letter from

‘“T have thought that an orchestrion, 
containing a full band and orchestra, 
which might be fitted on the main deck 
and suitably incased, capable of playing 
all band and orchestra music, would be 
as appropriate as any other gift in 
which officers and crew alike could daily 
share.

“T am not sure, however, that such an 
instrument is made commercially— 
probably not—and it would have to be 
built. It might be that it could not 
successfully be placed on board a man- 
of-war where the firing of heavy guns 
and the shock of concussion to the hull 
of the ship might prevent its usccessful 
operation.

Three bills, contemplating franchises 
for supplying natura! and artificial gas, 
and electricity, are now before the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly. 

One measure fixes 10 cents per kilo- 


watt hour as the maximum price for 
electric current, and another 3% cents 
as the highest price chargeable for nat- 
ural gas. The third bill, introduced by 
Councilman Fitzsimmons, is designed as 
a model measure for the disposal of the 
privilege of furnishing natural gas, the 
price of whieh and other regulative pro- 
visions to be determined later by the 
Municipal Assembly.

Wood River and Benbow City 
Dramshop Keepers Say They 
Will Lose $3960 a Month. 
| Saloon keepers of Wood River and 
Benbow City, two Madison County (TIl.) 
towns, estimate their receipts will fall 
off $3,960 a month as a result of a re- 
cent order of the Standard Oil refin- 
ery that each employe who gets drunk 
on payday will be discharged. This loss 
will be divided among.19 saloons. 

The refinery employs 200 men, of 
whom 1500 are Poles and Austrians. One 
thousand of these foreignéts, a saloon 
keeper estimates, have been accustomed 
to get drunk. on payday, which comes 
twice each month. The habit; had be- 
-come so prevalent that the refinery fre- 
quently found itself short of men fol- 
lowing payday. ies 

This saloon keeper,.who has long beer 
in busfness in Wood River, Mas made a 
careful study of the capacity of the av- 
erage Pole. He estimates it takes ten 
drinks of whisky at 10 cents’ a drink, 
and 3 glasses of beer at 5 cents a glass 
to get one of these foreigners drunk.

Mrs, Polly Morgan, an aged negress, 
born in the days when St. Louis was 
little more than a trading post and the 
United States was in its infancy, has 
succumbed to old age at the home of 
her daughter, Mrs. Eliza Miller, 2328 
Papin street. Mrs. Morgan was 107 
years old. 

She retained full and active possession 
of all her faculties until the end. 

Mrs. Morgan's remarkable vitality and 
mental activity were the wonder~ef _the 
residents of the neighborhood in whieh 
she lived. It had become a custom of 
many of the children, as well as their 
elders, to “drop in’ often and _ visit 
“Old Mrs. Morgan’ and listen to her 
Feminiscences of the early days of the 
Republic. 

To her the events of the stirring times 
of Madison, Monroe and Andrew Jackson 
were as vivid as the happenings of yes 
terday, and she could even faintly re 
call historical incidents in the latter 
years of Jefferson's administration.

STOPS KIDNAPING 





Rescues Child From 
and Sends for Venice Po- 
lice Chief. 





Mrs. Dicie Evans, the second wife of 
Carl Evans of Oklahoma City, aided him 
in his effort to kidnap a child of his 
divorced first wife, and stood by him in 
the two-mile chase which followed. She 
insisted on being taken with him to the 
Venice Jail, and both are held there un- 
der $2000 bond. 

The kidnaping was carefully planned 
and the attempt to carry it out was 
bold. That it was defeated is due to the 
courage of Miss Adalene Barnett, a 
teacher in the Venice public school, who 
fought with Evans as he started from 
the schoolroom at noon Tuesday with 
Pearl, his 77-year-old daughter, in his 
arms. Miss Barnett recovered the child, 
then gave the alarm. 

It was election day in Venice and 
Chief of Police Bennett was at a poll- 
ing place near the school. On account of 
visits Evans had paid previously to the 
school in an effort to get the child, 
Chief Bennett had been told to watch 
for him, and he knew, as soon as a 
frightened woman ran up to him, what 
had happened. ; 

Jumping into a carriage hired to carry 
voters to the polls, Bennett took the 
direction the ‘woman pointed out. Others 
at the polls filled another carriage and 
followed his. 

Miss the Ferryboat. 

Evans and his second wife were speed- 
ing toward the Venice ferry, Approach- 
ing it Evans saw at a glance that the 
boat was leaving. He put his head 
through the carriage door and shouted 
to the driver to make East St. Louis. 

The fugitives had a good start, and 
their horses were fresh, while those 
driven by Bennett were jaded with 
election work.

At Brooklyn Bennett saw ‘Bob”

the buggy outdistanced the two Car- 
riages used in the pursuit. 
the National Stockyards the 
buggy slowly gained on Evans’ car- 
riage. As it approached Bennett drew 
his revolver and called to the driver to 
stop. Hle complied. The other car- 
riages drew up on either side. 

Strikes Kidnaper. 

The men in the other carriages drew 
Evans and his wife roughly out, de- 
spite Bennett's protests, and one of the 
men struck Evans in the face. Ben- 
nett made them stand back, and took 


charge of the man and his wife. 

Evans formerly lived in Venice. He 
disappeared three years ago, 
wife, after waiting a year, divorced 
him and married @laude Jones. She ob- 
tained the custody of the three children 
by her first marriage. 

Evans is said to have prospered in 
Oklahoma, and he learned there of his 
wife’s divorce. He remarried. His ode 
ond wife is said to own valuable real 
estate in Oklahoma Ciiy. 

Two months ago Evans came to St. 
ouis, and he and his wife took rooms 
ina hotel at Fifteenth and Pine streets. 
Mvans made several trips to Venice, but 
could not induce "% former wife to 
give up Pearl. 

School Teacher Fights. 

is aisieal Evans engaged a carriage 
in St. Louis, and drove to Venice, His 
wife waited in the carriage while he 
went in and asked Miss Barnett @% 
send Pearl out to him. She refused. 
and he went to the child's seat. Miss 
Barnett heard her say, “No, | don't 
want to go With you, papa.” and start- 
ed back to that part vi the room. 

At Evans’ behest the girl put her 
arms about his neck and Kissed him, 
He lifted her and started running 
from the room, At the door Miss 
Barnett overtook him and fought with 
him, although he struck her and re- 
peatedly shoved her away, until she 
got possession of Pearl. Then he fled. 

Members of the Venice Schoo) Boar 
congratulated Miss Barnett, and tola 
her she need not teach the rest of the 
day, but she insisted on doing go,

Former Premier Campbell- 


Bannerman~ Passes Away |. 


After Long. Illness. 





LONDON, April 22.—Sir Henry Camp- 
bell-Bannerman, former British Premier, 
died at 9:15 o’clock this morning at his 
residence, 10 Downing street. 

The public had been expecting the an- 


‘ nouncement of his end at any hour dur- 


ing the past fortnight. The news came 
in the form of the following bulletin 


this morning: 
“Sir Henry Cam pbell-Bannerman 


passed peacefully away at 9:15 o'clock 


‘| @ this morning. The cause of his death 
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was heart failure. R. W. BURNET.” 
Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman was 
born Sept. 7, 1836. He was the youngest 


_gon of the late Sir’ James Campbell of 


Stracathro, Forfarshire, Lord Provost 
of Glasgow. He assumed the additional 
maine under the will of his maternal un- 
cle, the late Henry Bannerman of Hun- 
ton Court, Kent. who bequeathed to him 
a large estate., He attended Glasgow 
University and Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge. 

For nearly forty years he sat for the 
game seat—the Stirling burghis—and his 


_ yetord of office goes back to 1871, when 


when he was Financial Secretary to the 
War Office, which post he held a second 
time, from 1880 to 1882. During the next 
two years he was Secretary to the Ad- 
miralty and in 1884 he succeeded Sir 
George Trevelyan ag . [Trish Secretary, 
filling that office until the fall of the 
Gladstone ministry, in 1885. 

On the resignation of the Balfour ad- 
ministration in December, 1905, Sir Hen- 
ry Was summoned by the King and 
formed a Liberal cabinet, himself be- 


 eoming. first lord of the tributary and 


Prime Minister. The general. election 
followed and Sir Henry entered the new 
Parliament with the greatest majority 


_@ver given to a British premier. 


During his term as Premier, Sir Henry 
showed a dogged determination that won 
him many adherents and countless ad- 
mirers, and camsed Its opponents to 
hesitate before throwing down the 
gauntlet to him. He was able to with- 
stand attacks from any quarter with 
stolid indifference and to come §back 
to the fight apparently undismayed. His 
unfailing humor and his good will to-

champion of woman suffrage, has vig- 
orously answered the recent interview 
of Elinor Glyn, author of ‘Three 
Weeks,” criticising the movement to ob- 
tain the ballot for women. 

The suffragette, who last. week eli- 
tertained Mrs. Bowman Wells, the Lon- 
don suffrage leader, has seegpingly not 
heeded the latter's advice to ‘‘be dis- 
‘agreeable.’ She is a pleasant talker 
and an entertaining reader. 

Taking up Elinor Glyn’s eleven rea- 
sons against woman suffrage, Mrs. 
Werth answered. them for the Post-Dis- 
patch as follows: 

No Sex in Brain. 

Elinor Glyn says women should not 
vote, because: , 

“A nation should be ruled by logical 
intelligence. Women are guided by emo- 
tion and instinct.” 

Mrs. Werth answers: ‘“‘There its no sex 
dn brain, and sentiment is needed in 
government to offset brute force.” 

Mrs. Glyn: ‘““‘Where ten women out of 
a hundred would give their vote be- 
cause of conviction, based on a thorough 
knowledge of the subject, the other nine- 
ty would accord it because the last 
canvasser had been the most eloquent.” 

Mrs. Werth: ‘“‘Where ten men out of 
a hundred would vote because of con- 
viction, based on thorough knowledge 
of the subject, the other ninety would 
yote their party ticket, in spite of the 
most eloquent argument.”’ 

Would Vote for Home. 

Mrs. Glyn: ‘“‘Women of the sternest 
morality will always stretch a_ point 
for a beloved erring son, brother or 
husband, or any male creature they 
adore, and therefore their vote for 
the reht of the case could never be 
counted on.” 

Mrs. Werth: This is utter nonsense. 
Women would always vote for the ad- 
vantage of home, because they leve 
their husbands, sons, daughters and 
prothers, and the home is their world, 
as well as the unit ef the nation. 

Mrs. Glyna It is the few who are cul- 
tivated and able to think and give their 
own deduction. Masses of woen, in all 
things beyond their small everyday af- 


fairs. in giving an_ opinion are 
merely parro‘s; so that a clever man 
could play upon the inclinations of a 


prodigious number of them, stamp his 
view and win their votes, whether his 
cause were bad or good. 

Mrs. Werth: It is also the few among 
men who are sufficiently eultivated to 
make their own deduction. Originality 
is very rare. The woman parrot is no 
worse than the man monkey. 

“Brainless Darlings.” 

Mrs. Glyn: I do not know the statis- 
tices, but at guesswork one might say 
perhaps 20 per cent of women are as 
clever and well educated as men—s0 out 
of ea hundred being merely wives and 
mothers, fluffy ruffies, ornaments to so- 
ciety, brainless darlings and things that 
don't count! 

Mrs. Werth: The working women are 
in the majerity, and the fluffy ruffies 
will gradually disappear with the ad- 
vyancement ef woman. Wives and moth- 
ers are not to be ctassed with ‘‘brain- 
less darlings and things that don't 
count:”’ their calling is the most sacred 
on earth and requires intellect. The 
life of the dutiful mother is one of con- 
slant self-sacrifice. Mother-love is the 
only unselfish love, and endures to the 
grave. 

Mrs. Glyn: The majority of votes 
would be given fer any reason the man 
in possession happened to put forward, 
and this would epen a vast field for the 
unscrupulous. 

Mrs. Werth: Expervence in the states 
where women have the franchise shows 
that they discriminate between good and 
bad at least as keenly as men, and that 
the unscrupulous vote is among the 
men. This has been proven by official 
investigation in the Colorado election 


frauds.

It appears that Mr. Bartholdt has been one of 
the most active opponents of the reappointment 
of Mr. Wyman. He has had support from other 
iz.fluential Missouri Republicans, but it is his 
custom to pursue an object with great zeal and it 
would not be surprising if in the Presidential 


-mind the resistance to his naval program and 


hostility to Mr. Wyman came at length to be very 
closely associated. 

This being the case, Mr.. Wyman will remain 
for four years at least a monument to St. Louis’ 
profound devotion to peace as well as an example 
of official integrity and independence rewarded.

STONE’S eyes AND EARS on FOLK. 
Gov. Folk having announced that the opening 
1878 | epeech of his campaign forthe United States 
senatorship would soon be delivered, William J. 
Vione is reported as apprehensive that an at- 
tack may be made upon his record. He ts op- 
posed to personalities, he says, and he would like 
to arrange a series of joint debates with Sena- 
tor Warner, Republican, in the hope of divert- 
ing public attention from Gov. Folk’s utter- 
ances. 

The Post-Dispatch is not informed as to. the 
text or drift of Mr. Folk’s forthcoming speech, 
but it will hazard the conjecture that it will be 
to a large extent a record of things done, in the 
accomplishment of which the Governor has had 
an important part. 

Senator Stone’s record of things done is ef- 
fectively stated in the reasons heretofore given 
by the Post-Dispatch why he should not be re- 
elected: 

1. Because in the disguise of a friend 
of the people and the representative of a 
sham public health society he lobbied for 
the Baking Powdcr Trust against the repeal 
of its infamous pure food law. In their ef- 
forts to aid Stone in preventing the repeal 
of this trust-promoting law, the agents of 
the Baking Powder Trust bribed members of 
the State Legislature and caused the most 
disgraceful boodle scandal in the ery of 
Missouri. 

2. Because he used his personal and politi- 
cal influence to shape legislation in behalf 
of the brewers against the beer tax. 

3. Because he opposed the increase of the 
assessments. of the disgracefully under-as- 
sessed street railway corporations. 

4. Because while publicly denouncing the 
Book Trust he induced Gov. Stephens to ap- 
point a friend on the State Book Commis- 
sion, and then, for a large fee, obtained a 
contract for a book concern in the truat. 

5. Because in the name of the State and 
with the consent of the Attorney-General, he 
brought suit under the anti-trust law against 
the Tobacco Trust, but when his St. Lauis 
friends had sold out at high price to the 
trust he fatled to proceed with the suit.

Not necessarily college professors, who are 
overawed by the traditiens of the past, nor the scholarly writers of the eld 
school, whose sentences ‘‘drag like a wounded snake their slow length along.” 

It must never be forgotten that the object of speaking or writing is net 
to show off a knowledge of English, but to say something worth while in such 
a manner that others shall understand and feel exactly what meant. Those 
who make us understand and feel most deeply—these should our teachers; 
their style of speech and writing should be our patterns. 

Why is it that certain fables, stories and quotations are handed down from 
age to age? Isn't it because the¥ best express what we all feel, and would it 
not be well to study the secrets in the dictionaries of phrase and fable and 
standard books of quetations? Are not the parts of speech in each gem of FEing- 
lish literature exactly the right parts of speech in exactly their right places? 

Let us begin to mend our slipshed language by listening .to ourselves and 
correcting the expressions we already recognize as vulgar, careless or clumsy. 
Let us listen to others who speak better than we do. Let us study the authors 
who have touched the hearts and souls of the whole human race. Let us read 
the little poems of Tom Moore and Robert Burns, and such simple tales as Gulli- 
ver’s Travels and Robinson Crusoe; and work our way up to Shakspeare, Milton 
and the Bible. And let us not forget our own American masters who have 
written and are writing in the American language. 

When we have finished this course of study we shall be able to handle the

Reports from all sections of the winter 
belt indicate large sized crops, as the weath- 
er and all conditions attending the growth 
of the plant are of the pest, he Northwest 
also reported excellent weather, as did Can- 
ada, and the latter country is reported to 
have increased its acreage of wheat very 
liberally, with the ground seeded under fa- 
vorable conditions. Winnipeg reported that 
wheat is at present unworkable for export 
from there and there wag very little foreign 
business done in the markets of the North- 
west. but the East reported good* sales.
